The hurricyne gate foundation| 
structure consists of two walls be- 
tween which ‘a navigable channel 
will connect West Palm Beach} 
canal and Lake Okeechobee. The 
twin gates, when ‘erected, will 
swing horizontally from recesses 
in either wall, to close the water- 
way against storm-driven waters 
of the lake. The gates will be in| 
line with and form part of the! 
lake shore levee now under con- 
struction. 

„Approximately 10,000. cubie 
yards of concrete went into the 
foundation, necessitating’ weigh- 
ing and mixing approximately 6,- 
250 tons of gravel, 6,000 tons of | 
gand and 60,000 bags of cement. 
Reduced to pounds, the amount of | 
gravel and sand that was dumped 
in the batcher plant, weighed and | 
mixed with cement, was 24,500,-/ 
000 pounds.

Wallace Advocates 
Food Reserves To 


Meet Lean Years 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—A 
scheme borrowed from ancient 
civilizations, reserves of food and 
feed to meet lean years, today took 
further shape at a round of con- 
ferences on the drought and its 
ramifications. 

Secretary Wallace has said sev- 
eral times the normal carry-over 
of some of the nation’s principal 
crops might be increased and kept 
at a higher level than in the past 
just to meet such situations as 
have occurred in the wake of the 
dry siege. 

The normal carry-over of wheat 
is around 125,000,000 bushels, This 
might be hoisted to 200,000,000 
without acting as a lever to depress 
prices in ordinary times if the 
trade and the country understood 
the excess grain would not go into 
| commercial channels unless there 

was pressing need. 

The “granary” proposal has not 
been. passed upon finally but the 
possibility was seen today that the 
president might make it official 
with his endorsement.

STATE TO CRUSADE 
ON SLOT MACHINES 
TALLAHASSEE, Fla, Aug. 15. 
—An order to all sheriffs, state at- 
torneys and county solicitors im 
Florida to enforce antigambling 
laws against slot machines went. 
forward today from Governor 
Sholtz. 

“There is ample law for the sup- 
Pression of all slot machines and 
other devices used for gambling, 
the governor said in a letter to the 
officers, “and as head of the execu- 
tive department of this state I 
must insist that (cor laws be en- 
forced.” 

He referreu #othe curstitutional 
Prohibition against thy. operation 
of lotteries and te s of the leg- 
islature prohibiting the operation 
of any kind of slot machine “which 
contains an element of chance in 
its operation.” Another law, the 
governor said, prohibits minors 
from gambling or/playing games 
of chance on slot machines. 

“Citizens and parents are cons 
tinually complaining to this office,” 
the governor said at the outset of 
his letter, “that slot machines are 
being operated in the state in con- 
travention of the law. 

“Will you please give this your 
Prompt and careful attention and 
advise this office as to your ef- 
forts within your jurisdiction.”
